M. Vernadski believes, with Napoleon [., 
that thia enterprise has ih it, nothing im- 
possible, and thatthe modern improvements 
in destructive weapons asin military science 
tends to diminish ita difficulties. Even 
thé wealth of England, which perhaps, 
forms the most solid basis of its. power, 
is not protected from a well-organized 
attack, according to tho opinion of the 
author. Healmost goes so far asto approve 
the: continental. system of Napoleon, s0 
much enthusisam does he infuco into bia 
hatred. ‘Although we are not at all an 
advocate of this system,” he states at page 
177, ‘it must be admitted that as a tem- 

rary measure and asa war-like weapon 
it has mauy merits, [¢ has only to bo 


-supplomented by other measures, such as 


war and diplomatic: machinery, and ad ard 
exclusively against the country with Which 
one is engaged in contest.” 

Such is the conclusion, but little consola- 
tory, ot whioh the author aims, and which 
is summed up in the impossibility uf being 
at peace with the richest and perhaps the 
most. civilized power of the whole earth, 
except at the cost of consenting, at some 
pre-ordained moment, to fall into the webs 
of the apider and to increase thenumber of 
its victims, If this-were really, 40, it would 
be to despair of olvilization and the future ; 
snd we profer to believe that the patriotism 
of M, Vernadski-bas Jed him to suffuse his 
rag with colour too gloomy; and that 
f the British Government has not tho 
right to set itself up as the inflorible Judge 
of the actions of others, or to constitute 
itself the guardian of the political equili- 
brium which it has never respeoted when its 
own interest were concerned, it is still far 
from being theembodiment of the evil quali- 
ties which te author has attributed to it, 
preaching against it a univyorml orusade, 
The truth is that polity has often exigencies 
which little conform to rigid equity ; and 
that Goveramenta, like individuals, have 
their.weak points, which ought to render 
them more indulgent to the faulis of others. 
Great Britain has certainly not the right to 
reproach her neighbours with sn~exations 
insignificant {n comparison with her own ; 
nor to_protest against the pretended ambi- 
tion of Russia which cannot be compsred 
with her own aims. But this is not a 
reason for denouncing her as the eatmy of 
civilization and for fomentiug national 
hatreds, so disastrous to the common 
weal, . 

Thus, recognizing the interest of the 
facts collected by M Vernadski and tho 
justice of certatn of his opinions, it is im- 
possible to agree with bis conclusions and 
to approve the hostile ‘tone which pervades 
his articles, Somewhat more moderation 
would Have better served hig cause than 
the gall and wormwood which are distilled 
at each line, and which produces the more 
painful.an impression since we know that 
the pages we have reviewed are the work 
of a man of learning.—-Pioneer,
